Middieton said If the bill so passed the
house it was done so on the recommends-
ton of & joint judiciary committee, five-
sixths of whom were lawyers: they had de-
voted much time W Its consideration and
carefully discussed the points upon which
Auy question of legality might be ralsed.
If, beeause the bill originated in Silver
Bow, the counetl thought thers was a “nig-
I--r in the wood plle” he wanted them to

it right here in the committes, He
didn't want to see Il referred to & commit-
tee again. as such & course would result in
its demise anyway.

Stlver Bow Thompson spoke in favor of
considering the blll in ecommittes of the
whole. 1t was the duty of the body o do
s0. The Butte eity council had prepared it
with great care as well as the joint judi
clary committee, and it deserved considera
tion.

House bill No. 08, concerning estrays,
was also reported correctly printed, and
referred tao the agriculturs, manufscture
and stockgrowing commities,

The incorporations, committes reported
eouncil bill No, 57, relating o assessinent
life imsurance companies, recommending
Its passage. Placed on general orders,

The elections and territorial alfalrs com-
mittee reported the following without ree
ommendation and they were placed on
general orders:  House bill No. 61, relat-
ing to county commissioners, and house
bill No. 82, to extend the northern boundary
of Fergun county,

The judiciary commitiee recommended
for indefinite postponement bouse bill No.
B, relatiog to acknowledgements of con-
veyanee, and house bill No. 52, relating to
married women., The bills were placed on

eneral orders.

’ The same committes also reported the
following, which were pisced on genera
orders: House bill No. 60, to define the
weaning of the term “business hours,"”
with & recommendation that it pass; also
couneil bill No. 43, relating to partnership
sroperty, without recommendation; also

The mines and minerals committes re-
ported & substitute for council joint me-
morial No. 15, relating to mineral lands in
Montana, The substitute was recelved and
adopted.

action was taken and there seemed to have
been no volee ralsed in its hehalf or objee-
tions made agaiust it.

KILLED BY THE CARS.
A Nrakeman Loses His Life in the Mullan
Tannel by Being € rushed,

W. M. Lowrey, a brakeman, met with an
anceldent in the Mullan tunnel, Sunday af-
ternoon, st 8 o'elock, which resnited in his
Instant death. The unfortunate occurrenct
happened sbout widway in the tunnel
Lowrey had stepped from acoal cartoa
box car, climbing on the Iatter by the side
Indder. As he reached the last round he
was struck by s projecting upright, & tim-
ber used as & trace, in the forehead and
hurled to the ground. ‘Twenty minutes
after the train had passed, the walehman
cmwployed st the tunnel came  Bcross
the corpse  which already had

begun to grow cold, leaving the evi-
dence that death must have been instan-
tancous, With the assistance of another

man the body was removed to daylight on
ahand car, where it was seen that the
forehesd, ranging across the temple, was
d-:"rly gasbed and the uose almost sev-
ered,

to this city and conveyed to Flaherty's un-
deriaking establishment, from which place
it will be shipped to Brainerd, Mion., the
decensed man’s former home,

Lowrey had resided in Helena for the
past three years and was o trusted cmploye
of the Northern PPacific durlog that time,
He was middle aged and unmarried.

rode from Missouls to Garrison with Viee-
President Onkes, of the Northern Pacifie,
and a8 & result of the Interview Mr. Law
to-day gave your correspondent the follow
When he first eame over
to Butte he drew up and submitted to Mr.
Daly plans of mprovement of the Montans
Mulon, so that it would be in & position to
give satisfaction to the Anaconds com-
pany. These plans contemplated double
tracking of the road from South Bulte to
the Aprconda mine and the construetion
of & Il from the Silver Bow eanyon to
Anncouda by way of Gregson's, and the
remodeling of the rallroad yards st Stuart,
Annconda and Butte. Mr. Daly agreed not
to bulld an Independent line in case
these lmprovements were made sl once,
Mr. Law made out & report recommending
the lmprovements mentioned and sub-
mitted it to Mr. Holoomb, one of the
executive board of the Montana U'nion raill
way. Mr. Holeomb agreed that the Union
acific should bear s proportion of the
expense for building the lmprovements.
Yesterday Mr. Oakes, in the presence of
Mr. Daly, agreed that the Nortbhern Pacifie
should bear its proportion, snd the im-
provements in question have already been
begun. A small force of men was put at
work on the Butte Improvements, and con-
tracts for the other work will be let at once,
#0 that the work can be pushed as soon as
the weather opens. Mr. Law states that
by agreement the Anaconda company will
not construct a separate line.

Unlon Pacific Construction,

The Unlon Pacitic Rmlway company has
now about five hundred men at work In
leflerson canon, having recoyered pos-
sesslon of the old grade there from which
a small force of the company’s laborers
were ¢jected by a Northern Pacifie force
last week. The Union Pacific graders sre
protected by the sherif!, and i1t 18 expected
that the work will not be further inter-
rupted. An official of the Unlon Pacifie
rompany sald yesterday that thers was
ample room through the ecanon for the
trucks of both rallways, and that the Unlon
Pacific was merely ssserting its right to
hold & grade which belonged to It

A corps of Unlon Pacific engineers has
gone into the Missouri river canon t re
vise the lines already surveyed, prepara-
tory to putting s Iarge foree of graders at
work on its pro line from Dillon to
